Rawlings, Wyo., October 12.—Twenty 
convicts, led by the notorious Jim 
Dalton, member of the Whitney gang 
escaped through a 
broken fence in the penitentiary yard 
this afternoon. Eleven still were at 


large tonight and the possibility of 
their recapture is remote. It is be- 
lieved they gained the hills north of: 
the town before nightfall.’ | 
The reign of terror which holds the 
town tonight began at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, when, from the penitenti- 
ary, burst a bedlam of shouts of con- 
victs and through the streets nineteen 
men in the prison uniform ran in a 
body. Horses tethered in front of | 
' stores were seized by the leaders and 
bore them at breakneck speed through 
hills, out- 
guards that closed in 
on the rear of the fugitives after los- 
ing precious minutes investigating the 
cause of the uproar in the cells. 
Meanwhile four convicts seized A 
grocery wagon and compelled the boy 


the horse gave out, they loaded them- 
selves with provisions and ran. 

Four of the fugitives hiding in a 
canyon north of Rawlings were caught 
half an hour after the outbreak, and 
a fifth was captured while making for 
the railroad tracks. Three were cor- 
nered in another canyon a mile west 
of the town by mounted pursuers, but 
have not been taken.

Georgia Losing Money. 

The Georgia railroad has been los- 
ing thousands of dollars daily. Esti- 
mates place the amount at from $3,500 
to $5,000 loss to the railroad for each 
day the strike has lasted. This is al- 
most ‘nothing compared to the loss. to 
the business interests of the south. 

Commission houses, dry goods and 
produce merchants in Atlanta have lost 
thousands of dollars through being un- 
able to deliver orders to the towns 
along the Georgia railroad. The towns 
themselves have lost thousands more 


‘through being unable to gain the sup- 


piles. 

Individual men have lost valuable 
time and money in being unable to 
travel directly between Atlanta and 
Augusta. The railroad employees 
themselves have lost the amount of 
their wageg for the twelve days that 
the strike has been on. It is said 
that they have been drawing money 
from the treasury of thelr unions 
while they have been on strike. But 
ifter all they lose the money just 
the same. For the treasury funds are 


| the hard-earned dollars that they have 


paying to the unions for the 


several months. 

So Everybody Loses. 
all the way around, everybody 
loses—the railroads, employees, ship- 
pers, the traveling public and the towns 
the route.

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Home Photography Makes for the Rea! 


McCrary’s Studio Brings the Last Message in Photographic Art 


In the establishment of the new studio for home portraiture by the Mc- 
Crary Company, Atlanta has taken one more step in the development of 
an art life—an art spirit,. for every day photography becomes a more in- 
tegral part of art. 

And every step taken in the development of art in any of its phases 
marks a step farther in civic development, for the great American philoso- 
pher has truly said that municipal progress is always marked by the ar- 
tistic expression of that municipality. Art is so much the expression of 
higher civilization that no city which does not show appreciation of art 
in its varied phases can claim to have yet become a municipal standard- 
bearer. 

Atlanta is working toward the higher standards and working hard 
toward it. Evidence of this is in the desire for better streets, the care of 
the trees, well-kept parks and playgrounds, the enforcing of a law to reg- 
ulate the building line, and the building of monuments. Then there 
comes an interest in art in general, and picture exhibits, and lectures on 
art are becoming popular, the Atlanta Art Association being the recog- 
nized organized effort making in this direction with co-operation from the 
Chamber of Commerce and from the City Federation of Clubs. 

Another evidence of this appreciation is the necessity of the pictorial 
feature in the papers and magazines which is creating competition between 
artists, at the same time prove educative to the public in their apprecia- 
tion of art in photography. 

There is no branch of art in which merit more influences decision 
than in photography. In the matter of the painting, people can be led 
to make selection by the influence brought to bear by friends of rival ar- 
tists, and too often in competitive effort, not the merit of work but the 
influence brought by individuals, will mark selection. 

In photographs, however, not even influence can enter into the selection 
of the best. It shows for itself, and merit dominates. It is the picture 
which nearest approaches lifelike presentation which wins—the likeness, 
accompanied by a knowledge of perspective; a knowledge of lights and 
shadows, and a knowledge of the influence lights and shadows have in re 
production. Likeness is but one element of the photographic art, and 
the good photographer nowadays must. know as much of the real science of 
art as does the man who essays to paint from life. 


HOME PORTRAITURE. 


To. get results the last message in photography teaches that the best 
results come from the photographs taken in the home, where there is the 
environment, the atmosphere of the real self, and not where there is the nec- 
essarily constraining influence of the cramped-up, cold or otherwise un- 
comfortable office studio. 

Responding to this message the McCrary Company has established 
itself with an able corps of home-workers. 

“In Home Photography, you get the ‘real self,’” explains Mr. W. M. 
McCrary—‘‘the real self which hours of: studio work will not bring forth. 

“Naturalness and ease are essential in order to obtain a characteristic 
portrait, so why not go into the subject’s own home, and in the midst of 
the atmosphere created by the subject? There you will, unconsciously, 
get freedom and restraint—your individual character‘stics. 

“The mother of a family of children dreads nothing more than the 
periodical visit to a photographer's studio, for reasons too obvious to re- 
quire explanation. At home, on the contrary, she can plan what she wants, 
get the children interested, and get a reproduction of the cosy corner in 
the home that will prove a joy to generations to come. 

“The photograph of the young mother with her babies around her will 
10t only please her eye now, but in years and years to come, the tiniest 
baby in the group, who, when his hair is white, can point out to his own 
little ones how he looked when he was the age of the youngest of them. 
It will revive old memories and historic fam‘ly incidents, and, above all. 
nothing is more ornamental in pictorial art than the family group picture. 

“Even the fireside glow can be p‘ctured now,” continued Mr McCrary; 
“for advance in the science of photography has made it possible to wake 


sittings at any hour of the day or night. The wonderful portable sky- 
light enables the artist to make sittings at night as well as day, without the 
nuisance of noise or smoke. 
“Thus it is that, standing by the window on the. vine-clad porch, or 
even in the shadow of the fireside, one can get the most satisfactory results.” 
THE REMBRANDT SCHOOL, 
This last advance step in photography is due to the influence of the

Rembrandt school, so called since the same rules which governed Rem- 
brandt in his wondrous pictures from life may be followed in photography, 
the knowledge of the power of lights and shades being one of the essential 
elements of any successful exponent of any branch of art. 

It is this knowledge which distinguishes the artistic work of those 
standing for a higher civilization from the more barbarous or primitive 
nations in their artistic achievement. Nothing could be more expressive 
of this fact than the recent chapter written in the life of the late dow-

was hopelessly primitive! When, through the influence of a Chinese no- 
blewoman, who had studied art in Paris, entrance was gained to the pal- 
ace of her majesty, for the young American artist, who painted the picture 
of the empress, the most amusing incident occurred illustrating the igno- 
rance of the untutored in art pertaining to lights and shadows.. 

When the American artist showed to the empress a-specimen.of her 
work, the gorgeously dressed, pedantic old lady drew herself up and said: 
“Don't paint me like that. I want both sides of my face fair! In that 
picture why have you one side of the face white and one side dark?” Were 
not both sides of the lady’s face the same color? 

It was against court etiquette ever to explain to the empress her er- 
ror in anything. Information had to be conveyed to her in the subtiest 
manner, and it required extreme diplomacy on the part of the noble lady 
and the artist to explain to the empress the value of lights and shadows. 

Finally, the impression was given to her when a young photographer, 
who had well mastered the art of the Rembrandt school, was admitted to 
the palace, and he took photographs of the empress, explaining, as he did, 
“why her majesty would look more beautiful if she stood in this light or 
that.’’ Exhibiting his photographs he would explain how much more beau- 
tiful she was in this light than the other, and the empress became enough 
converted to the new knowledge to permit the American artist to paint 
the sides of her face differently. 

People, therefore, when they first glance at the home portrait 
must understand wherein is the difference from others, and why it is that 
the picture which presents the idea of life first, is more ‘the real picture 
than that which strikes first with what is commonly called “the good like 
ness.” 

The McCrary Company make the photographs of women a specialty, 
and it is amusing to note that the same thing the good photographer says 
to the woman posing is exactly what the physician says to a woman when 
she complains of fatigue or distracted nerves. He says: “Please relax, 
madame.” Unless madame does relax, neither the doctor nor the pho- 
tographer can hope fo¥ good results, because only when the subject relaxes 
can “self” be taken held of. 

So the woman who has for so long dreaded the idea of having her 
picture taken because it is tiresome, and because she has to go up town 
and bring her costumes, etc., can know now that she can have the picture 
taken in the cheerful relaxed atmosphere of her own home, where she can 
seek her favorite nook in the corner, her seat in the window or at the 
library table, and there be photographed just as she is. 

As to what is the more favored mode at present of having a picture 
taken, the individual taste can have full sway. The modish toilet, the 
costume or the simplest attire are secondary consideration in the picture, 
for if the picture is good it is the face and attitude which appeal first, with 
the costume as the mere accessory. Artists, therefore, prefer the incon- 
spicuous gown—the one which, no matter how often the fashions change, 
will stl lend itself to the grace and line of the wearer rather than to at- 
tract for anything marked about it. 

Though the picture of a woman is always the test of the artist, Mr. 
McCrary no less devotes his interest to subjects of men, while his pictures 
of children have won for him the highest praise. 

Mr. McCrary is a graduate of one of the largest of America’s schools 
of photography, and he has had fifteen years of practical experience. His 
pictures are remarkably adapted to magazine and newspaper reproduction. 
In Mr. McCrary’s art exhibit, at present being made in the show window of 
Cone’s drug store, at 60 Whitehall street, there are, besides specimens of 
his home photography, beautiful miniatures and water colors reflecting the 
complete work in his studio.

The charge made by Mr. Woodward and his campaign committee that one-half 
of the Bond money, that is to say, $1,500,000, has been wasted, is so serious, @spe- 
cially coming from a man, and his committee, who has received the indorsement of 
more than four thousand two hundred of the voters of the City for Mayor, that it 
seems to us to merit a careful and detailed reply. This we hope to do in the follow- 
ing article: 

This article is addressed to the unprejudiced and fair-minded Public of this 


City. If there are those who are so biased that they are not willing to receive the , 


truth, then this article is not addressed to them. 

We will take up the Waterworks as being the first in order. The first purchase 
of water pipe was made under the administration of Ex-Mayor Maddox and 
amounts to fourteen thousand tons of pipe. This pipe was of various sizes, and the 
price pald was $20.56 per ton. Some was purchased afterward below $18 per ton. 
When we contrast this price with that paid by the Druid Hills Land Company, only 
a short time before, and remember that that Company paid $22.50 per ton, it will 
readily appear that there was no waste in our purchase of pipe. Mr. A. G. Candler 
is the principal owner of the Druid Hills Land Company, and in addition to being 
one of the ablest and most careful business men of the South, he is not giving any 
money to pipe manufacturers if he knows it. 

The City had been for some twenty-odd years buying filters from the Continental 
Jewell Filtration Company, after a standard set of plans and specifications, paying 
different prices, running as high as $4,666 per five hundred thousand gallons unit, 
which was the price paid for the last filters purchased prior to the Bond Issue. The 
Bond Commission and Water Board bought, under competition, from the same 
Company which had furnished the others, and to be built according to the same 
plans and specifications, twenty units of five hundred thousand gallons each, at 
$1,512 per unit, a saving of $3,154 per unit, pr a total saving compared with former 
purchases of $63,080 on this purchase, which is some saving instead of a waste. 
$50,000 was provided in the Bond Ordinance for the installation of the new filters, 
with the expectation of adding twelve to s xteen additional units. We addéd twenty 
units and had over $5,000 left, and so we might go on through the whole list, but 
we content ourselves with saying that purchases were made and contracts let in this 
Department to the lowest bidder in every instance. 


SEWERS. 


The contracts for building Sewers, except where built by the County, have been 
let to the lowest bidder in each instance, after keen competition from Contractors all 
over the Country. This is all that could be done by anybody. On these contracts 
there have been large savings from the estimates made by our Engineers. For in- 
stance, we cite $20,000 saved on the Loyd Street Relief Sewer, and enough saved on 
Proctor Creek Sewer to pay the cost of making that sewer a main trunk, full size, 
from its present terminus above Ashby Street to the A., B.& A. Railroad. The 
County is doing its part of the work for nothing, the City furnishing the material. 

In this connection, the Bond Commission and Sewer Committee bought from 
the R. O. Campbell Coal Company 200,000 barrels of cement at 98c per barrel, this 
cement to be used-by the County in the construction of the Proctor Creek Sewer and 
other trunk sewers. At the time this contract for cement was made the City was 
paying for cement on its regular sewer work, not done with Bond money, $1.15 per 
barrel. All this cement has not yet been delivered and the price is now and has been 
for some time $1.40 per barrel. Not much waste in this, was there? 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL PLANTS. 


The Sewage Disposal Plants are built, and being built under the Imhoff patents. 
Mr. Imhoff is a celebrated German Sanitary Engineer. His plans were adopted on 
the recommendation of Mr. Rudolph Herring, of New York, himself a celebrated 
Engineer in this and other lines. It may be said further that Mr. Imhoff is the most 
famous sanitary Engineer in the world, and his patent and plans, which we have 
adopted, are being used with the greatest success in Europe. He gave his plans to 
the City of Atlanta without charge of royalty, and these are his latest designs for 
Sewage Disposal work. The building of these works was let to the lowest bidder 
under the keenest competition open to all the world. What more could have been 
done? As to their efficiency only one plant is completed, Proctor Creek, and it is 
doing all that is claimed for it. What more could you ask? 


SCHOOLS. 


Architects for the schools were selected under competition, and with the advice 
of Mr. Morgan, of Morgan & Dillon, who was not a Competitor, and who is one of the 


| leading Architects of this City, as the many buildings supervised by him will testify 


—the Third National Bank being his latest creation. The Architects selected drew 
the plans for the various buildings, which, by the way, are equal to any in the Coun- 
try, and the contracts-were let to the lowest bidder in each instance, except where 
even the lowest bid was cut in order to get within the amount appropriated, which 
was done in many cases. The City’s money was spent for lots and buildings and not 
for grading and beautifying lots or buildi ng retaining walls er buying furniture. If 
the lots are unsightly, it is not the fault of the Bond Commission or the School 
Board; if the Auditoriums are not furnished, it is not the fault of either of these 
Bodies. There was no Bond money provi ded for beautifying the lots or furnishing 
the buildings. 

There were some slight defects in some parts of the buildings. These have been 
remedied by the Contractors, where they were to blame, and without cost to the 
City, except in the case of Walker Street: here the penalty imposed on the Con- 
tractor was sufficient to cover these defects, and besides we expect to recover from 
the Bond Company the cost of these defects. 

N ow, as to whether the buildings are worth the money. Every Contractor and 
Architect knows that buildings are estimated as to their cost and value by the cost 
per cubic foot of contents and in no other way. Estimated on this basis, Walker 
Street School cost 7.3c per foot, Lee Street 7.5c per cubic foot, and the others a 
little more, ranging up to 9.5c per cubic foot. 

__ School buildings of the same design and plan have recently been built in Cleve- 
land, Chicago, Boston, Seattle, St. Louis and other Cities, the cost ranging from 15c 
to 22c per cubic foot; that is, they range in cost from $100,000 for an eight-grade 
school to $150,000 for a school the size of Walker and Lee Street Schools; whereas, 
ours cost from $40,000 for an eight-grade to $50,000 for a twelve-grade, like Walker 
and Lee. Was there any waste here? The Bond Companies who signed the Bonds 
of these Contractors stated that they would not make 5 per cent on their contracts 
and that the City of Atlanta was getting this class of work cheaper than any City in 
the Country. A part of the difference in the cost of these buildings and buildings in 
other Cities may be accounted for by differences in wages, or in the fact that some 
of these buildings are fire-proof, while ours are not. 


GRADY HOSPITAL. 


The Grady Hospital Annex was designed by the same men who designed 
Ashby Street School, Hill Street School, Georgia Avenue School and Yonge Street 
Negro School, and built by the same Contractors who built Lee Street and English 
Avenue Schools. It is about the size of an eight-room School, but it is fire-proof, 
is as fine as a fiddle on the inside, and cost a little over $100,000. We had the money 
to build it that way. We had only enough money to build the kind of schools which 
we have. That is all there is to it. 


CREMATORY. 


We bought a large tract of land adjacent to Intrenchment Creek Disposal Plant, 
near Constitution, Georgia, for a Crematory Site, two hundred and forty-seven 
acres, paying $15,000 therefor. It has not been used. The City can sell it any day 
for the money. One member of the Bond Commission is willing, if the City will let 
him, to pay the City its money with legal interest and take the land. Is there 
any waste here? 


DEPOSITS OF BOND MONEY. 


Although it would have been perfectly legal to have done so, not one penny of 
the Bond Money was deposited in the American National Bank, while Mr. Maddox 
was Mayor. 

There may have been some waste. It would be remarkable if there was none, 
for waste will happen in the best regulated business, but any waste of Bond monéy 
has been more than counterbalanced by the careful manner in which all of the 
contracts have been let and by savings on such contracts and in other ways. 

In conclusion, the Bond Ordinance specified just how the Bond money in each 
Department should be expended. This Ordinance has been followed in every par- 
ticular, and there has been no diversion of the money from one Department to an- 
other or from one piece of work to another. This statement can be verified by the 
Comptroller’s books and the Bond Ordinance. These will show the amount of the 
appropriation for each piece of work and the money expended thereon. This 
work has been done, and is being done as fast as men and money can do it eco- 
nomically,-and the money is not being wasted, and has not been wasted. We appeal 
to the judgment of all fair-minded citizens and especially experts in the lines 
mentioned in support of this statement. The expenditure of this money is being 
carefully supervised and honestly managed. There has been no graft in connec- 
tion with it, and will be none.

So far, however, as human eye can see, the party managers 
have been and are observing due precaution. There is no symptom 
Both candidates on the ticket are “plugging” 
harder than ever. In the various states, organizations are active 
to the end that as large a congressional majority as possible may 
be sent to Washington along with a democratic administration. For 
it would be a thing of vanity to elect a democratic president and 
tie his hands with a mongrel or an inefficient congress.

UNCLE SAM AND THE DIRTY TRAIN. 


The United States government, through an order just issued 


by the treasury department, has taken a distinct step toward mak- 


ing travel sanitary, a movement recently commented upon by The 
Constitution. That department, which has jurisdiction over the public 
health service, directs the officials of the latter to make a “thorough 
inspection of the sanitary features of railroad trains and vessels en- 
gaged in interstate commerce.” The instructions go farther into de- 
tails, and require that supervision be extended to include such vigil- 
ance as will “examine into and report upon the conditions of railway 
coaches, chair cars, parlor cars, dining cars, express and baggage 
cars and the various sections of steamships into which passengers 
are admitted.” 

This crusade on part of the federal government will in no wise 
interfere with similar activities from the state governments. Indeed. 
the health departments of the Jatter are asked to co-operate with 
Washington.

The explanation, and the justification, are not difficult. The 
judge and the captain of industry, in their daily vocations, deal with 
life.

Traveling men, from all over the country, declares The Spring- 
field (Mass.)

It is probable that a combination of the two influences would 
come nearer explaining the situation. As The Constitution has com- 
mented several times recently, the country appears to have out- 
grown its one-time terror of the “presidential year bogie.” It has 
found that the basis of prosperity is so sécure, so far removed from 
the ultimate disaster, even of error or demagogy, that misgivings 
as. to post-election results are nowadays to be discounted. 

The American, in other words, is taking his politics from the 


common sense viewpoint. He examines candidates and platforms 


carefully as they offer, comparing past performances with present 
promises, makes up his mind and goes about his business. He 
declines to be wrought into a hysteria, as in the old days, and he 
increasingly refuses to have his convi¢tions handed down to him 
ready-made. He prefers to attend to that part of it himself. 

In the current instance, the serenity, which is a national char- 
acteristic, may be taken to indicate that the country fully expects 
the election of the democratic ticket and the fulfillment of demo- 
cratic pledges. In this direction, it has had past evidence of the 
ability of the democratic party to keep faith, and nothing in the 
last few months has changed that estimate. Altogether, and how- 
ever analyzed, the development is a fortunate one. The politician 
has taken enough tribute of business. It is time for business to 
issue a declaration of independence, and act up to it!

Other Helpful Features. 

The Free Loan association has prov- 
en a protection to many a stranger 
within the gate. There were fifty- 
three loans made during the last eight 
months, in amounts from $10 to $100. 
The total amount of money loaned out 
was $2,100. No interest is charged, 
but the person desiring a loan must 
have good credentials. 

The federation of organizations rep- 
resented in the social settlement work 
organized about a year ago, and are 
clearly proving that in union there is 
strength. The members of the affili- 
ated organizations have adopted as 
their cardinal principle the exclusion 
of all forms of solicitation, ticket sell- 
ing, program advertising, bazaars, 
fairs and, to confine individual bounty 
to direct subscription, to discourage 
the starting of new institutions with- 
out the approval of the federated or- 
ganiaations. 

With efficient men in charge of the 
distribution of funds, and with a thor- 
ough investigation of the people who 
need help,: the settlement work is a 
rational institution doing a rational 
work, and stands for the protection 
of the general public as well as the 
contributors to the affillated organiza- 
tions, against the nuisance of old-time 
begging, or the exploiting of tndividu- 
al cases of misguided individuals 

The four organizations comprising 
the central organization standing back 
of the social settlement are: The Jew- 
ish Educational alliance, the Montefi- 
ore Relief society, the Morris Hirsch 
free clinic, and the Schoen Free Kin- 
dergarten memorial.

FOREIGN TRADE 


Chamber of Commerce May 
Call Meeting in Atlanta 


Foreign Business Committee of 
Chamber Suggests Big Meet- 
ing of Southern Cities in 
November — Other Cities 
Busy. 


Acting upon the suggestion of the 
foreign business committee of the Ate 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, at a 
meeting held Thursday, it ig expected 
the directors of the chamber will at 
their meeting on Wednesday, maka 
Plans for a convention of delegates 
from southern cities called with a view 
to taking steps to secure for the south 
its share of the foreign trade which 
will accrue from the opening of the 
Panama canal. 

Chairman St. Elmo Massengale pre- 
sided at the meeting, and placed before 
the committee some interesting facts 
to show that Atlanta is not a bit too 
soon in taking up the mater for action. 

Mr. Massengale had before him for 
the consideration of the committee 
numerous papers to show what other 
cities are doing, notably New Orleans, 
where export business to the south has 
already been secured, and is working 
very satisfactorily. 

Charleston After a Boat. 

Charleston, S. C., has taken up the 
matter, and is preparing to charter a 
boat for the purpose of going after 
South American trade. 

Many é¢ities in the south are intere . 
ested, Chairman Massengale pointed 
out, and it ig only necessary for At- 
lanta to take the initiative in order to 
stir up a sentiment which will extend 
throughout the south and lead to action 
which will bring here a large share of 
South American and other foreign 
trade. 

The opening of the Panama canal, it 
was pointed out, is going to dive * 
world attention to Central and South 
America, as well as increase the §c- 
tivity in trade with the Orient; and 
the Amazon river alone offers a great 
and rich field for the manufacturers of 
the United States. The south can get 
its full share of this trade, i¢ it will 
but stir itself and go after it. 

Sugeest Big Meeting. 

The committee finally decided that 
it would be well for Atlanta, with the 
chamber of commerce taking the ini- 
tiative, to call a big convention, with 
delegates from all the trade centers of 
the south, for the purpose of discussing 
the situation and tormulating plans 
for going after and corralling the 
south’s share of this trade. 

The committee itself had no power 
in this direction, but strongly recom- 
mended it to the board of directors, 
which will meet next Wednesday, and 
probably act upon it at that time.

TWO SATISFIED WITH PRESENT 
MILEAGE RULE OF RAILROADS 


Below will be found two letters from 
traveling men who find no fault with 
the present system of roads in requir- 
ing the exchange of coupons for tick- 
ts. Wile the views expressed are 
directly opposed to the policy of the 
Du Bose Ftriag Line, still this depart- 
ment is big enough to give both sides 
of any question and jet the readers de- 
cide. 

It is, however, to be deplored that 
any traveling men are to be found who 
fail to see the injustice of the present 
system of the roads and to know 
that it is a serious handicap in visiting 
the trade. We must fall back on that 
old principbe of humanity that eo long 
as there are many mimis there will be 
different opinions, for all will never 
agree. 

This editor has no personal ac- 
quaintance with é¢ither of these cor- 
respondents, but will assume that they 
are g00d men and true without any 
bias brought ebout by any outside in- 
fluence.

FROM SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Spartanburg, S&S C., October 6.—Du 
Bose Firing Line: I read your re- 
inarks with interest and as a traveling 
man from out of the state, wish to 
State my opinion og pending legisla- 
tlon about pulling mileage books at 
the ticket office or on the trains. 

It does not make much difference 
$o any traveling man if mileage is 
ete on the train or at the station. 

have yet to hear of the first case 
where a man missed his train or failed 
to get baggade checked on that ac- 
count, and if he did it was his own 
fault, as every one knows the roads 
are not compelled to put trunks on 
trains which are not checked fifteen 
minutes before leaving time, about 
nine-tenths of us never get to a ticket 
office until about five minutes before 
leaving time. So much for that. 

Now comes the subject on which you 
could devote the time of your ratiroad 
commission, and I would Iike to ask 
them why the following disgraceful 
conditions prevail which occur no- 
where else in the entire south except 
in Georgia: 

I carry a Z form hook, and, as you 
know, it ts good all over except on 
the Georgia railroad and Central of 
Georgia. If they make ug pay 2% 
cents a mile, except where they have 
competition, for instance, they will 
bonor it between Atlanta and Macon, 
because the Southern makes it, and 
Other points for the same reason. But 
from Athens to Macon or Atlanta to 
Augusta “nothing doing’—straight 
2%c a mile. Does the railroad own 
te commission, or the commission own 
the railroad? What is the reason of 
all this? 

If you wtll devote your space and 
time to remedying this “hold _ 3 
think it will be more beneficial to 
the traveling man than the mileage 
exchange question, which does not 
make much difference either way. If 
you will win your point all we will 
fain is to carry :aLout $80 worth of 
books, as itn South Carolina, instead 
of $20.
